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The Right to Self-Incrimination 

Defense attorneys claim OC prosecutors unfairly interrogate suspects 



D espite competing tasks, Orange 
County prosecutors and public 
defenders routinely engage in cor¬ 
dial backslapping. Theydl chat about their 
personal lives, tell jokes and share lawyerly 
gossip during court breaks. Defendants 
sometimes wonder if that coziness means 
the trial that left them convicted wasn’t 
genuinely adversarial. 

But a huge, bit¬ 
ter rift over alleged 
“unconscionable” 
prosecutorial 
cheating recently 
shattered that 
comradery. At open 
court sessions this 
month in two, high- 
profile homicide 
cases, hostilities 
erupted between 
once-friendly law¬ 
yers. Voices were 
raised and fingers pointed. As punctuation 
to assurances this war has only just begun, 
one of the parties slammed a stack of docu¬ 
ments on a wooden courtroom table. 

Assistant Public Defender Scott Sanders 
fired the opening salvo on Feb. 7 when he 
filed an explosive 505-page motion claim¬ 
ing his investigation uncovered “compelling 
evidence of shocking misconduct” by local 
law enforcement. The alleged corruption 
involves a systematic effort to violate the 
rights of pretrial, arraigned defendants 
who’ve invoked their constitutional right 
to not answer government questions, espe¬ 
cially without the presence of a defense 
lawyer. According to Sanders, homicide 
and gang prosecutors working with police 
detectives and sheriff’s jail deputies have 
repeatedly circumvented the law by 
employing in-custody informants who 
befriend unsuspecting targeted defendants 
and ask probing questions. 

“There has been a systematic effort to 
violate the 6th Amendment,” said Sanders, 
who represents Daniel Wozniak and Scott 
Dekraai, both of whom have admitted guilt 
but hope to avoid the death penalty. 

Criminal defense attorney Kenneth 
A. Reed is paying attention to Sanders’ 
accusations. Santa Ana Police Department 
(SAPD) cops arrested Vanesa Zavala, one of 
Reed’s clients, for the Jan. 19 beating death 
of Kim Pham. Invoking her constitutional 
rights, Zavala refused to answer questions 
and requested legal counsel. SAPD none¬ 
theless sent an undercover cop into her cell 
to trick her into talking. The tactic alarms 
Reed, but Brian Gurwitz—a former OC 
prosecutor now in private practice—says 
California courts allow cops to deceive 
arrestees. “The public may be startled to 
learn that Miranda protections don’t apply 
when someone thinks he or she is talking 
to a fellow inmate. Until the arraignment, 
the police can ignore the suspect’s refusal 
to speak to them by using a fake inmate to 
ask questions.” 


But there’s no doubt arraigned defen¬ 
dants are shielded from such duplicity, 
according to Sanders, who says he discov¬ 
ered prosecutors violated this protection 
while studying thousands of pages of docu¬ 
ments and listening to hours of surreptitious 
jail recordings prosecutors strenuously 
fought to keep secret but ultimately surren¬ 
dered after a judge ordered their release. 

“The court-ordered discovery reveals 
investigatory and discovery practices by 
[prosecutors] that are rooted in deception 
and concealment; an unchecked and law¬ 
less custodial informant program overseen 
by the Orange County district attorney’s 
office (OCDA); and a string of prosecutions 
which confirm a culture that confuses win¬ 
ning with justice—prosecutions marked 
by repeated and stunning Bmdy violations, 
suborned perjury and a myriad of other 
misconduct,” Sanders told Superior Court 
Judge Thomas M. Goethals. “Scary stuff is 
going on in Orange County courthouses.” 

(In the Brady case, the US. Supreme 
Court ruled it is unlawful for prosecutors to 
hide evidence favorable to a defendant.) 

Sanders singled out Dan Wagner, head of 
the DA’s homicide unit and the prosecutor 
in the Dekraai case, for “terribly troubling 
and unethical” conduct. He says in his 
motion that Wagner actively engaged in 
plots to encourage Dekraai to unwittingly 
reveal defense strategies for the upcoming 
March 24 trial, managed document hiding, 
shielded notoriously unreliable informants 
from scrutiny, and helped to craft the false 
story that these informants acted without 
government prodding or enticements. 

Wagner denies any wrongdoing and has 
contemptuously labeled the accusations 
as scandalous. 

Matt Murphy, Wagner’s DA colleague 
who is handling the Wozniak case, also 
took issue with Sanders’ complaints that 


the OCDA used the informant known as 
“Inmate F”—a despicable Mexican Mafia, 
career criminal—to trick that defendant 
into talking. Murphy equally denies a role 
by his office in an MSNBC Lock Up broad¬ 
cast that featured Wozniak speaking con¬ 
fidently in his cell without the knowledge 
of Sanders. It wasn’t his fault the public 
defender lacked “client control” and that 
Wozniak said “a bunch of stupid stuff,” the 
prosecutor said. 

On Feb. 14, in front of Superior Court 
Judge James A. Stotler, Murphy declared 
there’s not “a scintilla” of evidence he 
participated in either controversy, and he 
prodded the public defender to prove his 
accusations. “Today’s the day to put up or 
shut up,” said a seething Murphy. “I didn’t 
talk to [MSNBC] before, during or after 
[their broadcast].” 

Sanders called the prosecutor’s adamant 
denials “histrionics” and said he was ready 
to defend the content of his motion, a docu¬ 
ment with 20,000 pages of exhibits. But 
Stotler—who cringes when legal battles 
turn rancorous—declined Murphy’s request 
to settle the dispute during that pretrial 
hearing. “This issue isn’t on the calendar for 
today,” he reasoned. 

As a remedy for the OCDA’s alleged 
“outrageous government conduct,” Sanders 
wants Wagner and Murphy barred from 
seeking the death penalty in either of his 
cases. Or, he wants what he sees as a more 
trustworthy California Attorney General’s 
office to replace the pair. His cause took 
bigger steps inside Goethals’ court. That 
judge, a former defense attorney and homi¬ 
cide prosecutor, said transparency and 
ethics are critical to the criminal-justice 
system. He unsealed the public defender’s 
brief that for a week had been blocked from 
public viewing at the request of Wagner. 

“This is a motion [by Sanders] that cries 


out for a hearing,” Goethals stated. He 
scheduled a Feb. 28 evidentiary session and 
promises to explore the corruption allega¬ 
tions with sworn testimony possibly for “a 
week or two.” That plan seemed to please 
Sanders. On the other side of the court¬ 
room, Wagner didn’t look so thrilled. 

HERE COMES THE JUDGE 

Earlier this month, the Irvine City Council 
hired retired Superior Court Judge Nancy 
Wieben Stock to oversee the issuance of 
subpoenas for city contractors that took 
millions of dollars in no-bid contracts at 
the Orange County Great Park but have 
refused unconditional cooperation with 
an audit that has already uncovered mas¬ 
sive irregularities. 

The public-accountability move, 
approved unanimously by the council’s 
present Republican majority, was—not 
surprisingly—objected to by Larry Agran 
and Beth Krom, the council’s Democrats 
who for 12 years helped to sabotage the 
park project by funneling as much as 
$174,000 per month in funds to their own 
campaign operatives. 

A scathing, preliminary audit report 
issued in January by the well-respected 
financial forensics team at Hagen, Streiff, 
Newton & Oshiro Accountants recom¬ 
mended the government contractors should 
be forced to cooperate so that investigators 
can follow the eyebrow-raising money trail. 

Wieben Stock enjoyed a 24-year career 
as a high-ranking superior court judge and 
now works as a private mediator at JAMS 
Orange Resolution Center. During her court 
tenure, she handled complex litigation 
cases and served as presiding judge. Per¬ 
haps most worrisome to Agran and Krom is 
that she’s also a former federal prosecutor 
known to not appreciate unsavory conduct.

When former Orange County taxi driver 
Martin Ludo revealed in one of those Red- 
ditAMAs (Ask Me Any thing) that UFC 
legend Tito ''The Bad Boy of Huntington 
Beach” Ortiz boned a blonde in the back of 
the cab for the entire 90-minute ride from 
Surf City to Hollywood, we had to post 
the story on our Navel Gazing news blog. 
And when we discovered this was just one 
juicy tale in Ludo’s book, Keep the Meter 
Running: The True-Life Adventures of a 
22-Year-Old Cab Driver In the Deep, Dark 
Underbelly of the OC, we had to excerpt 
portions.

M y friend Peter had been a driver 
for California Yellow Cab for two 
decades, so when I lost the Jack

world of cab driving. I met Peter when I 
was 18 and my band was playing different 
venues and clubs in Orange County. He 
ran a venue as sort of a hobby when he 
wasn’t driving. My band played there a lot, 
and we ended up being friends. Eventu¬ 
ally, I ended up living at the venue, in a 
storage space above the ceiling.

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nice. They asked me questions about 
myself, and they legitimately listened and 
were interested in what I had to say. That 
was rare. I told the guy I was in a band, 
and he told me he was in one, too. 

He asked me if I wanted to come into 
his house and see his home studio. I said 
sure, and his wife was there, so I figured 
it was safe. His studio was bailer as fuck, 
and he played me some songs he’d been 
working on. They sounded fucking ter¬ 
rible, but he was nice, so I didn’t say any¬ 
thing. His wife made me some tea. 

Then I spotted a platinum record on his 
wall. I went and checked it out. Turns out 
he was the lead singer for Alien Ant Farm. 
If you don’t remember them, they had 
a pretty big hit with a cover of “Smooth 
Criminal” in 2001. They sucked like a bil¬ 
lion fucking dicks. I didn’t recognize him 
because he didn’t have the stupid reverse 
mohawk thing he had in the “Smooth 
Criminal” video. Awesome guy, but damn, 
why couldn’t he have been in a better 
band so I could’ve had a better story?

Sometimes, people asked 
if it was okay to have sex; sometimes, they 
just did it. Sometimes, I charged them 
extra; sometimes, I didn’t bother. 

Tito was nice and polite when he got 
in and told me the destination, but he 
didn’t ask whether he could fuck. Either 
he knew he didn’t have to, or he just didn’t 
want to waste any more time talking. They 
started making out right away, the fake- 
titted blonde’s dress came off in less than 
a mile, and then Tito started going to work 
as I drove north on Beach Boulevard. 

Fake-titty blondes aren’t even my 
type, but this woman was beautiful, and 
I imagine I would have busted in about 5 
seconds if I had been the one in the back 
seat. But by the time we got on the 405, 
he was still going. Then the 605, and he 
was still going.

( ended up only driving the cab for one 
year. When my permit expired, I never 
renewed it. I worked exclusively in 
Orange County, mostly in the ocean cit¬ 
ies—Huntington, Newport and Laguna 
beaches. By the way, stop calling it the 
OC. I know I used it in the subtitle of this 
book, but that’s because I have to now or 
else people won’t know what I’m talking 
about. Before that show came out, nobody 
called it the OC. It’s just Orange County 
or OC. No “the.” It sounds weird to us, 
like how the Facebook sounds now. In 
the words of Michael Bluth, “Don’t call it 
that.” But I digress. 

The first two questions everybody 
always asks are if I’ve ever driven any 
celebrities and if anyone ever had sex in 
the back seat.

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he was still fucking. I’d never seen stam¬ 
ina like this before.

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of success (they were touring with a 
band that had once toured with a famous 
band), and even though he was supposed 
to play the soiree, he wasn’t returning 
Peter’s phone calls. About a week before 
the soiree, Peter was freaking out. God 
forbid he just cancel, but he didn’t want 
to do anything that might jeopardize his 
place at this stupid dinner. 

He casually mentioned to me, “Well, if 
worst comes to worst. I’ll just have you 
go up there and play some Buddy Holly 
songs.” I laughed it off because Peter used 
to make Buddy Holly references about me 
all the time. 

In my younger, skinnier days, I had 
horn-rimmed glasses and curly hair and 
looked a little like Buddy Holly. Or Elvis 
Costello, depending on your frame of ref¬ 
erence.

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Steakhouse Limbo 


Chianina awaits greatness, its liquor license and the cows it’s raising for its steaks

T he new Chianina Steakhouse in 
Long Beach didn’t intend to oper¬ 
ate this long without a permanent 
liquor license. Open since late December, 
a snafu with the California Department of 
Alcoholic Beverage Control (ABC) means 
it’s still waiting for it (it’s expected by early 
March). Until then, Chianina is stuck in 
steakhouse limbo—a special kind of fine- 
dining purgatory. When you eat there, 
you feel the palpable sense of anticipation 
in the air. All around there are signs the 
restaurant is stymied from being the steak¬ 
house it wants to be. You enter through a 
glass archway of wine bottles that, at this 
point, function as little more than decora¬ 
tion. There’s a gorgeous bar that occupies 
half the restaurant with dozens of spit- 
shined wine goblets and decanters on the 
shelves—but no bartender. Throughout 
the darkly lit, windowless dining room, 
you notice the odd sight of people eating 
what’s probably one of the most expensive 
steak dinners in Long Beach, but with only 
water and iced tea to wash it down. 

You don’t realize how strange it is to not 
see wine served at a steakhouse until you 
don’t see it. This, you think to yourself, 
must be how it felt during Prohibition. 

And it’s kind of sad. 

The sobering fact is a $50 steak without 
wine is a hard sell, attractive maybe only 
to people on a 12-step program. Because of 
this, Chianina has been forced to cut back its 
hours. Until it gets that license, it has fur¬ 
loughed a majority of its staff and can only 
afford to operate three days per week, from 
Thursday to Saturday nights. And when you 
chat with the manager, the waiting game 


with the California ABC is all he talks about. 
That, and the cattle Chianina is raising in 
Iowa. Yes, Chianina is also waiting for that. 
The steakhouse, which is owned by the 
same group that owns Michael’s On Naples 
a few doors down, is raising—and then even¬ 
tually cooking—its own cattle. At this very 
moment, as you chew on your salad, there 
are cows grazing in the Midwest earmarked 
for your nearly $200 future Porterhouse. 

These Chianina cows are a special 
2,200-year-old breed from Central Italy. 
The restaurant’s color scheme—heck, its 
whole motif—is designed in anticipation 
of them; Chianina cow emblems are even 
lit up atop the bar. But for now, until they 
get fat and big enough to slaughter, Chi¬ 
anina is serving Piedmontese beef, which 
is no less prestigious. What is Piedmon¬ 
tese beef? It’s about the polar opposite 
of a Kobe cow. While Kobe is bred to be 
fatty, Piedmontese cattle are prized for 
their leanness. Like the Chianina cow, 
they are native to Italy and reportedly so 
low in their BMI they’re actually healthy 
for you. You believe it when you Google 
a picture of one. They’re muscular crea¬ 
tures, top-heavy, with the thick neck of a 
body builder—the rippled, bovine version 
of Dwayne “The Rock” Johnson. 

And when you eat the $50 New York 
strip, you notice the difference. The meat 
is taut but not tough. And there’s a certain 
bounce to it, with a slight resistance to 
your bite, as though the cow were cooked 
mid-flex. You do have to chew this steak; 
it doesn’t melt in your mouth. But it’s 
pleasurable. The beefiness seems concen¬ 
trated and rich. And because it’s coming 


from the muscle rather than the fat, it 
finishes clean. 

Apart from the steaks, the complimentary 
amuse Louche and petit fours at the end, 
Chianina is not unlike every other top-shelf 
steakhouse you’ve been to. The sides are 
served a la carte and cost nearly $10 each. 
You can get creamed spinach, of course, but 
also rapini grown at a farm in Signal Hill. 

Did you know there’s a farm in Signal Hill? 

Also featured are five preps of potato 
that use four distinct breeds of tuber. Along 
with being mashed, the Russets are made 
into gnocchi cooked with butter and sage. 
The baby butterballs are roasted with 
rosemary, and the Yukons get turned into 
a gratin with grana padano. Unfortunately, 
the Kennebecs are transformed into a cone 
of fries as pale and limp as In-N-Out’s. 

The gnocchi are also made into a good, if 
anti-climactic, main course Bolognese with 
ground veal, beef and pork. But there’s a 
pork belly appetizer that eases the nagging 
feeling you’ve come too early to a restau¬ 
rant that hasn’t quite reached its full poten¬ 
tial. It’s everything you expect of pork 
belly: blubbery soft in the middle, crispy 
on top, sitting in a caramel apple puree 
that tastes as interesting as it sounds, and 
garnished with creamy lentils, chicory and 
crunchy filaments of skull-rattling pork 
skin. But, oh, how much better it would 
have been with some Chardonnay!

W ith a name like Pita Hot, do you 
blame me for ignoring this Fullerton 
spot for years? I used to pass it all the 
time when I taught at Cal State Fullerton 
and never once thought of stopping in. 

It was in a strip mall that had hosted a 
parade of restaurants that quickly died, 
and it always seemed empty. And that 
name! It conjured up images of far- 
reaching entrepreneurs willing to wash 
down culture, kind of like The Simpsons 
episode in which the Springfield Investor- 
ettes bought a Fleet-a-Pita franchise and 
tried to run Marge out of town with the 
yakuza's help. In fact, it's such a forget¬ 
table name I always called it Hot Pita. 

Yes, I was harsh. But I finally suc¬ 
cumbed some months back, happily 
discovering I had it all wrong. For Pita 
Hot is a bona fide Middle Eastern place 
operating under the guise of mainstream 
tastes. Sure, you can order your pitas, 
kebabs and falafels, all delicious and 
familiar and in wraps or combo plates 
just as you'll find anywhere else—but 
displayed prominently on the menu are 
the treats yet to cross over. Zaatar, that 
intoxicating mix of spices and olive oil, 
comes presented as a wrap, as does 
the tart labneh. Breakfast brings giant 
bowls of foul, fava beans enlivened with 
parsley and sumac; it works great on 
chilly mornings, the kind of mornings we 
haven't had thanks to this damn drought. 
The appetizers innocuously titled "red 
cabbage" and "cucumber yogurt salad," 
while true to advertising, blast your 
senses with tartness. And Hot Pita— 
sorry. Pita Hot (see what I mean about 
the name?)—remains the only restau¬ 
rant in Orange County I know that makes 
mesebaha, a type of hummus spiked with 
whole chickpeas, jalapehos and garlic 
that's as powerful as it sounds. And des¬ 
sert brings homemade baklava. 

When you take the larger view, you 
understand the bland name. This stretch 
of Chapman Avenue is far from the Middle 
Eastern enclaves of Anaheim and Garden 
Grove, smack-dab in the section of Fuller¬ 
ton still stuck in 1970s Stepford suburbia, 
and just down the street are hungry Titans. 
That name brings in all those people; once 
in, they're hooked. Even in our brave new 
Orange County, ethnic restaurants still 
have to trick the masses into giving them 
a shot. May the day come when Pita Hot 
can shed its fagade and be proudly Middle 
Eastern. In the meanwhile. I'll just shut up 
and stuff my face with hummus, m'kay?

T he first time I learned of DonerG 
was a few years ago, when a friend 
was attending a convention in 
Anaheim. We feasted on kebabs that 
day, and we still reminisce about that 
meal. Its expansion into an Irvine plaza 
already experiencing rapid growth from 
Creamistry and Urban Plates was out 
of left field. So when the opportunity to 
meet chef/owner Yalcin Aslan was pre¬ 
sented, I was ready. 

OC WEEKLY: P/euse explain the meaning 
behind your restaurant name. 

YALCIN ASLAN: This is my favor¬ 
ite question because I truly put a lot 
of thought into the meaning behind 
DonerG’s name. Doner kebab is very 
popular throughout the world, espe¬ 
cially in Europe and parts of the Middle 
East. There are many variations of doner 
kebabs. For example, in Afghanistan and 
Israel, doner kebabs are called shawarma, 
and in Greece, it is gyro. So here’s the 
meaning behind DonerG’s name: In Turk¬ 
ish, “donercz” is how we say, “The man 
who cooks doner.” Our logo is a doner, 
which is the rotating spit that the kebab 
meats cook on. I thought writing it as 
“DonerG” was clever because it is pho¬ 
netically appropriate for my restaurant 
and translates well in English. 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Variety! There are so many food options, 
from Middle Eastern to American to 
Asian, etc. 

What are the most popular items on 
your menu? 

Our most popular items are the pita sand¬ 
wiches, which you can get with chicken 
or beef The chicken and beef are cooked 
on a rotating spit to ensure tenderness 
and flavor. Then, we shave off the meat 
and pack them into the pita sandwiches. 
Other popular items include the shish 
veal combo plate, which comes with rice, 
jajik and DonerG sauce. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Fresh ingredients, whether meat, veg¬ 
etables or spices! Fresh ingredients are 
always the best to cook with. That is why 
at DonerG, we buy our vegetables from 
local vendors. 

How long ago did the original Anaheim 
location open, and how many does it seat? 
The Anaheim location opened up in 2008, 
and it currently seats 50 to 60 people. So 
come on by, everybody! 

Could you explain Turkish cuisine for those 
not familiar with it? 

Turkish cuisine is about more than 
just the food. To us, food is not only a 
means of nourishment, but also a way 
for people to build relationships and 
get to know one another. But to answer 
your question, Turkish food is a fusion of

Middle Eastern, Central Asian and Med¬ 
iterranean flavors. Spices that are com¬ 
monly used are parsley, cumin, paprika 
and oregano. 

What’s the difference between lavash and 
pita bread? 

Simply put, pita bread is a thick bread 
that is used to wrap sandwiches or eat 
with dips. Lavash bread is a thin bread 
that is also known as cracker bread. 
Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

One time, a customer ordered the chicken 
and veal shish combo plate but asked us 
to cook it without the meat because she 
was a vegetarian. We told her that we 
had a vegetarian option, but she wouldn’t 
hear of it. I thought that was a little pecu¬ 
liar—don’t you? 

How did the Irvine location come about? 

I was blessed with the great opportunity 
to open a second location in a wonder¬ 
ful community! Irvine is a great place to 
bring doner kebabs to. 

We heard you also sell some of your sauces.

Aroma di Roma proves there is power 
in Long Beach’s localism 


I n this small-business-obsessed town, a 
Starbucks closing is cause for major cel¬ 
ebration—proof that community support 
helped neighboring coffee shops prevail. 
And when the empty corporate storefront 
becomes home to an expanded location 
for one of those local favorites, it feels as 
though all is right with the world. 

Just as Comedy Central’s Dumb 
Starbucks experiment began confusing 
Angelenos, I felt obliged to lunch at the 
new Aroma di Roma Caffe Italiano, Long 
Beach’s most Euro-centric coffeehouse and 
a longtime Belmont Shore social hub. 

Ten years ago. Aroma di Roma started 
serving gelato, paninis and espresso from a 
small Second Street frontage, but last year, 
the owners decided it needed a serious 
upgrade. Starbucks had recently shuttered 
the smaller of the two locations it operated 
on the dining-and-entertainment drag, and 
Aroma di Roma wasted little time in mov¬ 
ing a few blocks west. 

The new Aroma di Roma is twice 
as large as its old digs, full of minimal¬ 
ist plastic furniture and tiled entirely in 
silky white, save for a massive street-art- 
style mural that features Italian imagery 
and cheeky phrases (“For a good time 
call Cleopatra”) tagged as though it was 
scrawled on some Venetian wall. 

Unchanged, however, is the menu of both 
classic and house bistro dishes, meaning 
you can still get a swordfish and arugula 
sandwich or a so-called “sexy bagel” (cream 
cheese, tomatoes, onions, basil, pesto, salt, 
pepper and olive oil) along with your coffee 
from Long Beach roastery Tru Beans. 

Lunchtime is always bustling here, and 
if you’re grabbing grub to go, it’s hard to go 
wrong with any of the imaginative paninis, 
which come wrapped in butcher paper. Try 
the chicken and peperanato, a sandwich 
loaded with white-meat chicken, olives, 
capers, bell peppers and goat cheese that 
is not nearly as salty as it sounds. Or the 
Toscana, another chicken creation, with 
pesto mayonnaise, provolone cheese and 
balsamic vinegar. 

With breakfast served until 3 p.m., how-

ever, eating in begs for one of Aroma di 
Roma’s silverware-required egg dishes. My 
current addiction is the uova Benedetto, 
eggs Benedict’s resourceful Italian cousin, 
which places a perfectly poached egg on 
thin slices of dried prosciutto, with a driz¬ 
zled zigzag of rich, green pesto atop it. 

My only complaint with this Benedetto 
version is the foundational bread, which is 
sometimes focaccia, sometimes sourdough, 
but never the traditional polenta, a missed 
opportunity to tie together all the fiavors on 
the plate with a little Italian cornmeal. 

As one of two independently owned 
coffeeshops in Belmont Shore (Polly’s, a 
roaster, is only a block or so down). Aroma 
di Roma is the more multipurpose, special¬ 
izing not only in exquisitely pulled espresso 
and Italian-themed ambient music (think 
“That’s Amore”), but also smoked-salmon 
bagels and margherita pizzas. 

Its expansion into the shell of a former 
chain store only serves to put a cherry on 
top of the Starbucks Saga of Second Street, 
a decade-long fight for community control 
that proves there is power in Long Beach’s 
vehement localism, even when its replace¬ 
ment’s inspiration lies half a world away.

Taquitos at El Toro Bravo #2 


I ’ve been doing it all wrong. Or per¬ 
haps, more to the point, the fast-food 
joints from which I’ve been ordering 
taquitos up to now have been doing it 
all wrong. Why do I think this? Because 
I believe I’ve found a place where taqui¬ 
tos are done right: the new satellite 
location of El Toro Bravo in Tustin and, 
by association, the original in Costa 
Mesa. Like most people of non-Mex¬ 
ican ancestry, I’ve been used to being 
offered one kind of taquito: whatever 
was pre-rolled, frozen and ready to be 
deep-fried. At El Toro Bravo, when I 
ordered four, the counterman asked me 
what kind of meat—I was kind of dumb¬ 
founded. “What? I can choose?” 

In front of me was a chafing tray array 
of meats that I thought was just for the 
tacos and burritos, but they were all 
also filling possibilities for my taquitos, 
among them al pastor, rotisserie chicken 
and came asada. When I said chicken, 
he took a wad of chicken meat from the 
tray, chopped it into bits with a cleaver, 
deposited them into a bowl, added a 
fiurry of cheese, and then mixed it up 
with his fingers. That mixture went 
onto discs of fresh corn tortillas before 
he rolled them into fat cigars, fastening 
each with a toothpick. After that, it was 
plop, plop, plop, plop into a deep fryer. 
Five minutes later, they were done—the 
best taquitos I’ve ever had. 

Crunchy. Hot. Fresh. Bursting with

meat. Best part: the errant strands of 
crispy, burnt chicken meat that had 
turned to concentrated flavor morsels 
on the edges. Worth every cent of the 
buck each I was charged.

I sat for a spell at SideDoor twice in the past 
month. In that time, the owners not only 
renovated the kitchen, but they also updated 
the menu (hardly skipping a beat). If that 
wasn't ambitious enough, SideDoor offered a 
pretty selection of cocktails just for Valentine's 
week. Yet only locals would have been privy 
to such updates because the big red key isn't 
making a fuss on social media. 

Skimming over cutesy names such as 
Heart of Darkness, my eyes locked in on one 
special potion: Breakfast In Bed. It was practi¬ 
cally calling my name, so I went with it. Beer 
could wait until next visit. 


THE DRINK 

My drink started with Weller bourbon, a 
burnt sienna liquid with which I already had 
a pleasant history. To sweeten up things, the 
barkeep incorporates a little Cherry Heering. 
Playing off the morning theme, pure maple 
syrup finds its way in. He separates an egg to 
provide frothy goodness, a recurring theme in 
my beverages. Tart lemon rounds out our fla¬ 
vors, and the final product is lovingly poured 
over a jagged, hand-cut chunk of ice (cue

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Love and Death, Better Than Usual 

Lit-class sex thriller /n Secret shouldn’t be kept to yourself

A lmost a pop history of Western 
culture’s relationship to female 
orgasm, Charlie Stratton’s In Secret 
is a spirited zip through Zola’s Therese 
Raquin, a sex-and-sin morality tale of the 
sort that has been the template for the past 
decade of Woody Allen dramas. Unlike 
those, In Secret boasts vigor and thematic 
richness, that feeling of artists expressing 
something vital rather than just banging 
out that year’s script from the drawer. 

That’s especially true in the first half, 
which digs into ennui dating back to the 
dawn of monogamy: In 1860s Paris, a 
young woman gets impressed into mar¬ 
riage with a dope (Tom Felton) who, 
when he actually bothers to take her to 
bed, goes at her with the dull passion he 
might apply to eating oatmeal. Down¬ 
stairs, meanwhile, that dope’s mother 
(played with magnificent dudgeon by Jes¬ 
sica Lange) tends the family’s fabric shop, 
with the daughter-in-law, to her mind, 
just another needle to be threaded. 

Since Therese, that daughter-in-law, 
is played by Elizabeth Olsen, whose eyes 
hunger like no one else’s in film these 
days, we know this cannot last, especially 
once Therese makes the acquaintance of 
a well-sculpted painter played by Oscar 
Isaac. His sharply cropped muttonchops 
bristle with something uncouth just held 
in check—you could sand a board against

them. Between those, his superheroic jaw 
and the mighty snugness of his breeches, 
Therese at last has an object for her want¬ 
ing, one as potent as her hunger itself 
Isaac’s Laurent may not be exactly what 
she needs as a person, but good Lord will 
he do as a lover. 

And he does. Much sooner than you 
might expect, these two have tumbled 
into bed, where they conjugate each 
other like gloriously dirty verbs. (The sex 
is less explicit than pay-cable dramas, 
but it is more agreeable, more feeling, 
about moments created between people 
rather than breasts directed at the cam¬ 
era.) Color floods Olsen’s pale face; she’s 
like a bud blooming open. She’s pertly 
hilarious in the scenes in which she has to 
hide her new glow—and her lover—from 
the mother-in-law; Laurent, beneath 
Therese’s cascade of skirts, goes down 
on her while the mother-in-law’s in the 
room, evidence that even the hoariest of 
ribaldry can still win real laughs. 


Therese’s awakening is joyous, but 
it’s also ripe with tension, and not just 
because this is an adultery story. Her 
pleasure is at odds with the entire soci¬ 
ety around her; even if Laurent were her 
husband, it would be something to stamp 
down. As they couple—and enjoy some 
awkward evenings with the dope hus¬ 
band, a friend of Laurent’s—no audience 
member could ever think this isn’t going 
to lead to doom. It’s mildly dispiriting 
the doom that comes is potboiler stuff, a 
gender reversal of the usual A Place In the 
Sun/An American Tragedy/Match Point/ 
Crimes and Misdemeanors method of col¬ 
lapsing a love triangle into a simple two- 
point line. (I know that isn’t at all fair to 
Zola, who got there first. Maybe this is a 
pre-versal?) 

It’s a relief, though, that Stratton, who 
wrote and directed, threads a complex 
needle of his own: He makes Therese’s 
passion feel as though it’s some birthright 
she’s claimed despite the world’s denying 
it to her—and does everything he can to 
make it feel as if the grisly steps that she 
and Laurent then take are not the natural 
consequence of such lustiness. That’s 
tricky but welcome. Yes, she liberates 
herself, growing from a person who savors 
and initiates sex, but the movie sug¬ 
gests that’s not the only reason she gets 
embroiled in the Law Et Order: Squalid 


Paris plotting of the film’s last act. Instead, 
it’s the laws of marriage, the limited free¬ 
doms allowed to women, and the fact that 
she and Laurent are a couple of great¬ 
looking assholes. 

That last third veers into delicious 
hysterics. Lange’s dowdy matriarch sus¬ 
pects Therese has done something awful, 
giving her the chance to wail and gnash 
and snack upon the scenery. Later, the 
mother-in-law loses her ability to speak, 
and in alternately comic and harrowing 
scenes, she tries to catch the attention of 
the authorities in any way she can. Lange 
threads her own demanding needle: Over 
the Aim’s 100 minutes, as the lovers come 
together, and then come apart, she goes 
from plot-driving monster to something 
like a sympathetic fury. Her performance 
risks camp—and offers some of camp’s 
joys—yet it always feels true. As with 
Therese, this woman doesn’t have much 
to live for in a man’s world, but she finds 
one thing worth feeling and goes all in. 
And like Stratton’s accomplished and 
hugely entertaining movie, she’s somehow 
silly and momentous at the same time. 

IN SECRET

JACK RYAN: SHADOW RECRUIT 

With Jack Ryan: Shadow Recruit, 
the latest entry in the somewhat 
patchy canon of Tom Clancy adap¬ 
tations, Kenneth Branagh enters 
more realistic territory than his 
blockbuster Thor —provided your 
idea of realism is elastic enough 
to embrace the adventures of a 
dutiful young CIA agent who races 
the clock to stop a megalomania- 
cal Russian financier from blowing 
up Wall Street. This spy flick is 
half silliness, half swagger, but 
Branagh's arms-akimbo impudence 
as a director makes it work. Chris 
Pine plays Jack Ryan, a promising 
young student at the London School 
of Economics until 9-11 changes 
everything. He joins the Marines 
and barely survives a chopper 
crash in Afghanistan, coming 


close to losing the use of his legs. 
Luckily, a young doctor-in-training 
at his rehab orders him to "Walk, 
damn it!" or words to that effect. 
And since she's played by Keira 
Knightley—a woman with the eyes 
of a seductress and the jawline of 
an adorable baby shark—he dares 
not disobey. Meanwhile, CIA elder 
William Harper (Kevin Costner, now 
in full-on silver-fox mode) recruits 
Ryan to work as a plant at a Wall 
Street firm, keeping an eye out for 
hinky funds transfers that could sig¬ 
nal terrorist activity. Ryan accepts, 
eventually heading to Moscow for a 
field assignment, where he crashes 
a thug's head into a hotel bidet. 
Branagh orchestrates all this with 
Zeus-like aplomb: Bodies fly, taking 
chunks out of plaster, and Ryan is 
visibly shaken by his first kill—the 
weight of what he's done hits us 
just when it hits him. Pine is a Jack 
Ryan whose patriotism isn't likely 
to override his conscience. (PG)

THE MONUMENTS MEN Most of 
US like to think we'd stride into a 


combat zone to save a distressed 
child. But would we do the same 
for a Michelangelo Madonna? 

You can see why George Clooney 
would be attracted to these heroes, 
particularly as Robert M. Edsel 
(with Bret Witter) presents them in 
his gloriously readable 2009 book. 
Edsel focuses on the eight men, 
among them museum curators 
and art historians, who trekked to 
Europe at the tail end of World War 
II "to inspect and preserve" every 
important work of art or architec¬ 
ture in the path of the Allied forces 
between the English Channel and 
Berlin—and, as it turns out, ended 
up saving hundreds of stolen works 
that Hitler's troops had amassed for 
a grand museum to be built in the 
Fuhrer's honor in Austria. History, 
politics, and civic ideals are catnip 
to Clooney the director, but The 
Monuments Men, either despite its 
clearly noble intentions or because 
of them, stumbles on the march. 
Clooney and co-writer Grant Heslov 
embellish, rearrange, and condense 
many of the details, none of which 
is a problem. But Clooney can't 
control the story; it keeps flying out 
of his grasp like an unruly spring. 

The Monuments Men feels loose and 
disorganized, even though all the 
requisite cogs have been accounted 
for. His great skill as a director may 
be his affinity for actors, and the 
performers here (Jean Dujardin, 

John Goodman, Cate Blanchett, Matt 
Damon, Bob Balaban, Bill Murray.) 
always have some quiet sparkle 
about them. Monuments Men fails 
in its grand ambitions, but it's still 
satisfying in bits and pieces, like a 
busted statue. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

WINTER'S TALE If having a horse in a 
movie is almost always a good idea, 
having a flying white horse ridden 
by Colin Farrell is the ne plus ultra. 
Farrell is an extraordinarily appeal¬ 
ing actor, a five-o'-clock-shadow 
charmer. But even with those mad, 
Groucho Marx eyebrows—like 
two caterpillars meeting on a leaf 
and saying "How d'you do?"—and 
his party-boy reputation, on film 
Farrell has always come off as a 
contemplative fellow, one who car¬ 
ries worry with him wherever he 
goes. As Peter Lake, a petty criminal 
going straight in Akiva Goldsman's 
Winter's Tale —based on Mark 
Helprin's novel set in a mythical 
20th-century Manhattan—Farrell 
must be a shy heartthrob in the 
movie's first half and a savior in the 
second. He pulls it off as well as 
anyone could. And his first meeting 
with that white horse is more pleas¬ 
ingly earthbound than cartoonishly 
fantastical. Approaching this lovely 
creature, he shows the humility of a 
stable boy and a sense of wonder at 
its otherworldly beauty. Horse and 
rider are a match—as you would 
expect, there's a spiritual connec¬ 
tion—though later. Jack will appear 
shirtless with the feverish heir¬ 
ess Beverly Penn (Jessica Brown 
Findlay), which is a different sort of 
magic altogether. Unfortunately, it all 
goes south when Jennifer Connelly 
shows up as a modern-day news¬ 
paper columnist and super-worried 
mom. Winter's Tale switches from a 
lavish mystical fantasy into a pon¬ 
derous fable about destiny and mira¬ 
cles and stuff. Goldsman has written 
heaps of screenplays, but Winter's 
Tale is his feature directing debut. 
The proceedings feel perfunctory, 
and in the clinch, he overreaches for 
pathos. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek.

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Dead Greeks Can’t Jump 

Lysistrata Jones can’t follow through on setting the Aristophanes classic 

on the basketball court

A legendary theater director and 
drama critic—let’s just say it was 
Harold Clurman because, lord 
knows, he doesn’t get enough props these 
days—once commented that every time 
he walked into a theater and saw musical 
instruments onstage, he knew he was in 
for a good time. There are five instruments 
onstage before the beginning of Lysistrata 
Jones, but even more enthusiasm-generat¬ 
ing are the two basketball rims, complete 
with nets and backboards, bookending the 
stage. Visions of slam-dunks and rainbow 
treys are conjured. After all, next to theater, 
what’s more fun than sports? 

Well, not this musical. Unless you’re a 
Lakers fan, circa 2014. 

Like everything the Chance has done 
recently in its ascent of the ladder of OC 
theater, positioning itself as the best reason 
to care about local theater next to South 
Coast Repertory, there is nothing wrong 
with this production. The actors are tal¬ 
ented and game, the choreography sinewy.

the live band solid, with all the bells and 
whistles ringing and tweeting to full effect. 

But even with the talent, hard work and 
sincerity, nothing can save the laughably 
awful story, generic music or emaciated 
characters. This is a developmentally 
disabled Hoosfers meets Whatever Awful 
High School Musical You Can Think Of 
meets ABC Afterschool Special. Even a visit 
to a whorehouse, a nod to a classic piece 
of Greek theater, and lots of pretty people 
onstage aren’t enough to lift the terrible 
premise above its base, which is as loose, 
sloppy and unsexy as a 60-year-old crack 
whore going down behind a Dumpster at 
the local Denny’s. 

Premise: The perky Lysistrata Jones 
(the first name an obvious allusion to the 
Aristophanes play the show’s creators, 
Douglas Carter Beane and Lewis Flinn, riff 
on; the second most likely a nod to Cheech 
and Chong’s 1975 cartoon) has transferred 
to Athens University, a four-year institu¬ 
tion of higher learning that, based on the 11 
students portrayed, has a graduation rate 
of 20 percent and a basketball team that’s 
even worse. For some reason, Lysistrata is 


hell-bent on correcting the 30-year, hard- 
court losing streak of the Spartans (yes, 
that’s right). She organizes a cheerleader 
squad and tries to fire up the hapless five- 
member team. But neither the boys nor the 
girls (I hesitate to call any of them men and 
women) really care. The games are second¬ 
ary to the partying afterward, and Lysistra- 
ta’s sincere hectoring goes nowhere. 

That is, until she meets Robin, a slam- 
poet/library nerd in fishnets who turns 
her on to Aristophanes’ ancient Greek play 
Lysistrata, in which the women of Athens, 
tired of their men always waging war, 
decide to not give it up until the men drop 
their weapons. Somehow, Lysistrata gets 
her brain-addled cheerleading contingent 
to back up a similar plan: The team either 
wins a game, or it suffers from collective 
blue balls. But, of course, nothing goes as 
planned until—voila!—everything works 
out great! 

If the creators had just stuck to a goofy, 
ridiculous musical comedy, all could be 
forgiven. But they seem to want to make a 
point. The second act is filled with over¬ 
emoting songs about following your dreams 
and being true to yourself and other trite 
sloganeering that wears thin about one 
minute in. And since the creators desper¬ 
ately try to infuse something meaningful 
into the proceedings—and fail so poorly— 
it’s all the more reason to bash them for 
debasing something as important as femi¬ 
nine empowerment through making it all 
about basketball. Apparently, owning one’s 
body and sexual identity ain’t a real cause 
unless the reason is to goad hoopsters into 
winning a game. 

The ensemble suffers from the fact that 
most of the characters are so insipidly 


drawn, but three of the major players do 
shine. Devon Hadsell’s Lysistrata owns a 
powerful voice, and even though it’s really 
hard to care about a character whose long, 
dark night of the soul stems from a bunch 
of hair-brained, hyper-emotional cheer¬ 
leaders hating her, she at least has some 
dimension. Ashley Irene Nelson, as her 
bookish accomplice, has the most interest¬ 
ing arc and pulls it off nicely. And Camryn 
Zelinger’s narrator/chorus/madam man¬ 
ages to come off as the most real person 
onstage, even though she’s a completely 
gratuitous device. 

The ensemble takes stereotypical char¬ 
acters and actually plays them younger 
than they already are, further muddling an 
already-dumb story. Then again, making 
these characters high-school age would 
seem to make sense, what with their cheer- 
section-like platitudes about not giving up 
and being true to yourself—either that, or a 
commercial for the US. military. But having 
a bunch of teenagers openly talking about 
sex and gyrating onstage has certain inher¬ 
ent problems—unless you really want to 
make a statement. 

There are some zingy one-liners, and 
yes, it’s always interesting to think about a 
play written in the 4th Century BC as still 
possessing legs. Unfortunately, this show 
crawls at best, meaning that somewhere on 
the southern terminus of the Balkan Penin¬ 
sula, a certain comic playwright is turning 
over in his 2,400-year-old grave.

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Dye Naturally 

I t's nearly impossible to do some things the 
"natural" way. And dying your hair seems 
like one of those things because when you 
get down to it, changing your hair color to 
something other than what Jeebus intended 
is as quintessentially unnatural as it gets. 

A handful of retailers have begun making 
earth-friendly dyes, but if you're only looking 
to enhance your normal color or just move 
a few shades in either direction, many DIY 
options work well. 

The only downside is that naturally 
coloring your hairtakes more patience 
and upkeep. As with anything organic, you 
sacrifice the convenience of getting some¬ 
thing out of a box. But natural dye, minimal 
shampooing and combing your hair with a 
wooden-bristle brush can make your hair 
shinier than anything off the shelf. Just 
rememberto snip a lock off and experiment 
before pouring herbs over your whole head. 

LIGHTEN: Brew two cups of strong chamo¬ 
mile tea and squeeze in half a cup of lemon 
juice. Pour the mixture into a spray bottle, 
shake well, and then go to town. Once satu¬ 
rated, get your butt outside and do some¬ 
thing in the sun for a couple of hours. You 
can repeat this several times a week until 
you've achieved the right shade. Using this 
mixture as a rinse at the end of your shower 
will work, too, but the sun accelerates the 
process. For more golden tones, add in half a 
cup of calendula tea. 

DARKEN: Instead of chamomile, brew a 
strong pot of either coffee or black tea and 
rinse your hair in it as many times as you can 
before getting annoyed. Then let it sit for an 
hour; going out in the sun also helps speed up 
the process. Afterward, rinse with water and 
repeat several times a week. It will take much 
longer for someone with light hairto achieve 
a darker color, but you can try a more extreme 
rinse with black walnut powder. Just place 
one-fourth of a cup of powder in cheesecloth 
and steep in three cups of water overnight, 
then follow the directions above. 

GO RED: Carrot and beet juice contain natu¬ 
ral dyes that can turn your locks strawberry 
blonde. Pour half a cup of each onto your 
hair, then throw on a shower cap and play 
in the sun for an hour. You should see some 
results immediately, but experiment with the 
amount of each until you like the shading.

I f having a bizarre life makes for good 
comedy, Christopher Titus might be 
one of the finest funny men to ever hold 
a microphone. Raised by a mentally ill 
mother who later committed suicide, he 
also experienced the suicide of his sister, 
had a shitty father/son relationship, and 
later worked through a divorce and drug 
addiction. As he said in his special Neverlu- 
tion, “If anyone should be forced by law 
to take anti-depressants, it’s me.

Using his life’s 
various tragedies as fodder for his set has 
made him goddamn hilarious. Plus, there 
are his riffs on such taboo topics as wanting 
a blacker president or late-term abortions. 
We couldn’t miss the chance to talk to 
Titus about the film he’s raising money for, 
his definition of what he finds “retarded” 
these days, and what his limits are. Spoiler 
alert: He has none. 

OC WEEKLY: I suw the trailer for Special 
Unit, and it sincerely looks hysterical How 
did you get the idea for the film? 
CHRISTOPHER TITUS: I have a friend 
named Mike Aronin who has cerebral 
palsy, and he’s a very funny cat, but Holly¬ 
wood doesn’t take him seriously. It’s weird 
how Hollywood has this nod like, “Oh, we 
love the disabled,” but when it comes down 
to doing anything with them, everyone gets 
afraid. I was driving down the road and 
was thinking about a handicapped detec¬ 
tive, and I burst out laughing. It just came 
to me: The Shield with handicapped people, 
and that’s exactly what I came up with. 

If the premise makes you laugh, imagine 
what the movie will be. So I spent the past 
couple of years writing that script—it’s 
really funny—and now I’m raising money 
for it. I think people take it the wrong way, 
[as though] I’m making fun of disabled 
people, but it’s just the opposite. 

I’m sure there’ll be some PC group shouting 
about its ''outrage” 

Yes! Like, it’s fine for every culture to make 
fun of themselves—the Jews make fun of 
themselves, every black comic in the world 
has a movie in which he makes fun of black 
culture or the hood, and it’s okay, and no 
one gets offended. As much as disabled 
people take on in their own world and the 
crap they have to deal with, all of a sudden, 
it’s offensive? If you watch my last special, 

I use the word retard, and that bit is about 
my buddy Mike. He is an inspirational 
speaker, he works for the government, and 
he’s a standup. He does three jobs! That’s 
not disabled! Society sees them as “special” 
or something different, and I know this 



sounds so trite, but they’re just people. So 
I wrote this script, and it’s really funny and 
really wrong. My character is the biggest 
douchebag in the entire movie. Whether it 
was my TV show Titus, or whether it’s me 
writing a comedy bit on my mom’s mental 
illness or pedophile crucifixions, whatever 
it is, I wish people would just trust me with 
what I do! 

Well, I trust that there are a few people in the 
media who you find "retarded” then, yeah? 
Ohhh, yeah! It’s weird because I used to 
be a Republican years ago because my dad 
was, and as I got older and did the research, 
I really find that most of the people on the 
news are retarded. They don’t know the 


facts, they’re saying stuff without check¬ 
ing, and I just think the media is retarded. 
You can list them out station by station, but 
I think TV news is just the most retarded 
thing in the world right now. Ever 3 Thing is 
terrorism to them. I talked about it in Nev- 
erlution, that terrorists are basically some¬ 
one who scares you and keeps you scared 
on a daily basis. That’s what the news is. 
NBC, CBS, FOX—they are the terrorists that 
keep you scared on a daily basis.

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Tone of a T’apper 

August Alsina’s lyrics are grittier than 
the typical R&B crooner’s

A ny rapper with a hard-luck 

background can use Auto Tune 
to turn life’s maladies into 
melodies, but few are able to genu¬ 
inely sing about struggling to survive 
like 21-year-old New Orleans native 
August Alsina. 

Listening to his lyrics, the Loui¬ 
siana singer sounds less like Bruno 
Mars and more like the notorious 
trap-rappers of his state, such as 
Baton Rouge’s Lil Boosie. But his hus¬ 
tler’s resolve and immense vocal tal¬ 
ents have helped him to avoid becom¬ 
ing another inner-city statistic. 

After only a few years of pursuing 
music seriously, Alsina is touring with 
successful Def Jam peers 2 Chainz 
and Pusha T and preparing to release 
his major-label debut. Testimony, set 
for an April 15 release. Alsina hopes it 
delivers his message of motivation and 
inspiration while giving a part of who 
he is to his audience. 

“It’s unexplainable—you got to live 
it,” the singer says when describing the 
ups and downs of his life, growing up 
in a time when his hometown was a 
“murder capital.” Both Alsina’s biolog¬ 
ical and step-father were drug addicts, 
and his mother pushed and labored as 
hard as she could to make everything 
work for their five-sibling family. 

At the age of 14, Alsina began put¬ 
ting up YouTube videos of himslef 
singing FM pop and R&B hits, receiv¬ 
ing online acclaim, but clicks and com¬ 
ments never translated his triumphs 


in the digital world into real-world 
success. Even with the possibilities 
opened up by his online popularity, as 
Alsina progressed through his teens, 
his life transitioned for the worse. At 
16, Alsina was already on his own; to 
keep a roof over his head, he resorted 
to dealing drugs. 

“I was trying to make a way out of 
no way, trying to make some money. I

didn’t have the means to go to the stu¬ 
dio,” Alsina recalls. The idea of foster¬ 
ing his artistic talents was pushed to 
the back of his mind, he says. “You got 
to be alive to do music.” 

Within a couple of years, his life 
became a roller-coaster of loss and 
success. The death of his 24-year-old 
brother Melvin proved to be a revela¬ 
tory wake-up call for Alsina. Both he 
and his brother were living similar 
lives at the time Melvin was shot and 
killed, and Alsina saw in his brother’s 
death his own fate. 

The singer then devoted himself to 
making music and moved to Atlanta in 
2011 to begin focusing on his career. 

By the spring of 2012, Alsina had 
a buzz-building mixtape out hosted 
by one of the South’s tastemakers. 


DJ Scream. Dubbed The Product, the 
mixtape showcased the artist’s slick- 
talking, southern drawl on “I’m Gone” 
and “Sucka.” His delivery could sound 
as hard as Gucci Mane or as smooth as 
the Dream, and represented two sides 
of the same hip-hop and R&B culture. 

“I can only talk about what I live,” 
Alsina says. “I’m always going to stay 
true to myself.... Whether it’s good or 
bad, I got to speak on it as long as I’m 
doing music.” 

It barely took a year for Alsina to 
follow up with The Product 2, which 
spawned the massive hit “I Luv This 
Shit,” featuring fellow Atlanta resident 
Trinidad James. The celebratory, club- 
friendly track helped to put his name 
on the radar of plenty of hip-hop taste- 
makers, propelling him to the level of 
exposure he’s at now. Within months 
of The Product 2’s release, Alsina was 
a member of the Def Jam family, fine- 
tuning and polishing his sound. 

As one of the labels’s biggest pros¬ 
pects, Alsina continues to tour—he 
plans to follow this current U.S. run 
with another major tour—all the while 
holding onto his mantra: “You live 
every day to grow,” he says, “and that’s 
what it’s about to me.”

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From Scattin’ 
to Strummin’ 


Jazz vocalist Nancy Sanchez crosses over 
with release of Ruby In LA.

T here’s more to Nancy Sanchez than 
just jazz. Anyone who has seen her 
monthly performances at Steamers 
in Fullerton knows her proclivity for busting 
out original acoustic songs in the middle of 
her set. So most of her fans are probably sur¬ 
prised to hear those tunes are now the core 
of Sanchez’s full-length debut, Ruby In LA. 
Though switching from jazz standards to a 
slickly produced, pop-flavored album seems 
a major stylistic change, it actually indicates 
a return to the past for the OC songstress 
“I started off as a [pop] songwriter,” 
Sanchez says, as she finishes up her day 
gig of teaching guitar. ‘When I first started 
playing guitar, songwriting just came more 
natural to me. It wasn’t until later on I dis¬ 
covered other avenues of music like jazz. 
Right now, I feel these songs have been with 
me for so long that they just need to have a 
life and be out!” 

Even the album title recalls the days 
before she sang in front of the red drapes of 
Steamers’ stage. Sanchez’s first foray into 
live music was as “Ruby” of Ruby Red, and 
later Ruby and the Bear Traps. As the title 
track tells, there was a romantic admirer of 
Sanchez back then who wrote a song about 
her called “Ruby” that he performed in LA 
cafes until coming to the heartbreaking real¬ 
ization that his love was unrequited. 

Such tales largely frame the new album. 
“To me, music is therapy,” Sanchez says 
between sips of port wine. “I’ve allowed 
myself to write about my personal life. I’m 
hoping that whoever is going through the 
same thing in any of the songs can heal and 
find comfort in them.” 

She strikes a range of emotions, from the 
bluntness of “The Breakup Song” to the 
wondrously poetic “I Surrender.” When 
asked which is the most personal, Sanchez 
responds with “In Blue,” the album’s first 
single. ‘When I wrote it, I was in this mel¬ 
ancholic space. I wanted this person to be 
el hombre de mis suenos,” she says. “At that 
point, he couldn’t give me what I wanted 
him to offer me.” The strums are hypnotic, 
lulling the listener into the double meaning 


of the song. It’s just as much about a special 
blue dress as it is about the emotional color 
of her recollections. 

The song is also emblematic of the 
album’s overall sound, with soaring violins 
and melodic xylophone keys rounding out 
the arrangement. Throughout Ruby In LA., 
a diverse roster of guest musicians add lay¬ 
ers of jazz, hip-hop and country. For all the 
genre bending she does, it’s good Sanchez 
was in the hands of a couple of very capable 
local producers, Evan Stone and David Car¬ 
penter. “[They] got familiar with my style,” 
Sanchez says. “The vibe and the instrumen¬ 
tation was really a collective thing.” 

A coup was later staged when three-time 
Grammy winner David Way signed on to 
mix the offerings. “I’m not going to lie. The 
fact that a person like that took interest in 
my music gave me a little bit of a boost,” 
she says. 

With all the confidence needed for a 
crossover, Sanchez is ready to take her 
music into the world. “I feel more comfort¬ 
able onstage now and in my own skin,” she 
says. Gone are the days of pre-show jitters, 
and life experiences have allowed her to 
grow into her material. “I’m more relaxed 
and even funny sometimes,” Sanchez says, 
laughing. “I’m hoping [the new album] is 
going to take me to the next step.” 

Sanchez is not entirely sure of what that 
will look like other than feeling out her new 
(well, slightly old) musical identity. She 
muses of new venues to grace, such as OC’s 
Constellation Room and LA’s Hotel Cafe. 
Staying in Southern California while record¬ 
ing the album, she’s itching to book some 
dates out of state, too. 

“I want new experiences,” she says, 
eagerly. “I’m ready to be free, damn it!”

Now, the 
Morrisons teach fourth and fifth grade by 
day, spending what seems like every minute 
they're not in the classroom doing some sort 
of music project. The sound is reminiscent of 
a fun, garage-rock version of the B-52s with 
a penchant for punk that's sweet, as well as 
a bit tough and savory (just listen to the song 
"Bacon Slap" to see what we mean). 

As with most bands of this ilk, each mem¬ 
ber of the Thingz plays in several other proj¬ 
ects around town. Mike and drummer Jason 
Cordero play in Bottled Spirits, an old-timey 
Americana string ensemble; before that, 
Mike and Jason played together in a rock 
outfit called Operator. Cordero also does the 
drumming for Long Beach power-pop trio 
Radiohearts, and he picks up the bass for 
a chamber-rock ensemble named Panther 
Heart. Before the Thingz, Kim logged in time 
playing with horror-rockers Voo Duo, back 
when they worked as a trio under the name 
Witching Hour. 

And that's what's cool about Long Beach:

The insularity of the city foments a cross¬ 
bred scene with a communal, grassroots 
vibe that doesn't really exist anywhere else 
in Southern California. Whereas Orange 
County is too spread out and LA too transient. 
Long Beach is a self-contained, fully func¬ 
tional scene that's composed of folks who 
decided to throw down roots there. And by 
Kim's account. Long Beach garage rock has 
started to draw the attention of people who 
live beyond the city limits because of this. 
"Every band has its own sound and personal¬ 
ity," she says. "It's a good place to be cre¬ 
ative and make connections." 

As for the Thingz' creative output, they've 
released two full-length albums: 2004's self- 
titled and Step Right Up The idea 

for the latter came while Mike and Kim were 
on a wine bender, wandering around Paso 
Robles, when they happened upon a circus 
flier. "Mike remarked that there really isn't 
enough carnival-themed rock & roll," Kim 
remembers."And it was decided that the 
next Thingz record would employ just such a 
theme." They wrote the album with a loose 
circus sideshow flavor—songs with names 
such as "Human Pancake" and "New Big- 
foot Blues"—and sonically,they borrowed 
sounds from the B-52s, shotgunning them 
through a lo-fi punk filter. 

Albeit a fun direction for the band, Kim 
reveals they've opted to stray from that 
formula on their follow-up EP, Red Future, 
due in April, with the vinyl run already in 
process. There's more of a guitar emphasis, 
and they've sobered up a little. "Frankly, we 
really felt we had beat the goofy schtick into 
the ground, and it was time for something a 
little different," she says. "It isn't Pink Floyd's 
The Wall .... It isn't even The Final Cut It's 
just something a little different from what 
we've done on previous recordings. We 
think it's our best yet."

Hy Roy Lounge: No longer crashed into by trucks! 


W hen a bar has a reputation 

from other bartenders at seedy 
bars in the area as “The place 
that shall not be named,” you know we’re 
going. Such is the introduction I got for Hy 
Roy Lounge in Huntington Beach, from 
a nearby dive that’s delightfully scummy, 
but shall remain nameless itself Even our 
good friend Ace the Cab Driver, the unof¬ 
ficial Sage of Huntington Beach who gives 
guided tours of the wild city from his black 
Town Car like a bearded Jungle Cruise 
captain, has stories about Hy Roy. Like the 
time in the late 1980s when a drunk driver 
rammed his truck clear through the walls 
of the bar as though he were the Kool-Aid 
Man. Ohhh, yeah! 

Hy Roy’s location is quiet and unassum¬ 
ing, yet visible from the street. The tall, gray, 
brick building is devoid of windows, with 
the word cocktails painted on the side in 
large, fading letters; it can be easy to drive 
right by and never notice. And the locals 
who live within stumbling distance like it 
that way. It’s your standard neighborhood 
bar with no frills and more wood than a 
Kate Upton video-viewing party. But peel 
back some layers, go beneath all the free 
beer-company mirrors and metal signs, 
and you’ll find the remnants of attempts to 
spruce up the joint. Giant black-and-white 
tiles checker the ceiling; half of the wall is 
covered with crimson-and-gold wallpaper, 
while the other half has wood paneling. The 
different styles form a trifecta of unassum- 
ing-beer-bar kitsch. 

The crowd ranges from the young and 
hip, such as the gal wearing animal-print 
leggings and a black leather jacket, to the 
middle-aged man with a white beard and 
backward cap. For entertainment, three 
pool tables, three dart machines and Big 
Buck Hunter (unfortunately broken on our 
visit) are provided, but the best entertain¬ 
ment is listening to the regulars shoot the 
shit and the hilarious off-the-cuff remarks 
of the Melissa McCarthy-like bartender, 
Heidi. The comparison first struck me when 
she began talking about being a bridesmaid 
(perfect, right?). “Bridesmaid, blah, blah, 
fuck,” she said in jest, pouring a cocktail. 

‘You don’t want to be a bridesmaid?” 
asked a customer in a scarf next to me. 

“Fuck NO,” the bartender responded. “I 
keep getting text messages and emails... 
how excited everyone is, and ooh, the bach- 
elorette party.” 

The scarf-wearing patron asked about her 
bridesmaid outfit. “She’s making us wear 
leopard heels... because she’s a cunt,” she 
joked with great timing as the bar broke out 
laughing. “No, I love her to death,” Heidi 
said seriously. “I would die for her. We have 
been through so much together.” 



Real talk, ladies. If any brides out there 
take offense to that, guess what? Every 
bridesmaid talks like this about your wed¬ 
ding, no exceptions. Haven’t you seen the 
movie? Not only does Heidi keep it real, but 
she also cares about her customers, both 
regulars and visitors. When a small group

Even the regu¬ 
lars were amateur 
comedians. The
